upon Oath : Which Cerrificare ſo proved, ſhall be enquired of, and pur upon Record, 
in his Majeſty's Court of Chancery, or Kings-Bench, ar at the Quarter-Scffions for the 
County, or Place, where he ſtall refide. 7

made part of this Bill Ir was Reſoly'd in the Negative. 

Leave was given to ſuch Lords, as will, roenter their Diſſents 3 and theſe Lords do.

1. Becauſe it gives great part of the Proteſtant Freemen of Eng/and reaſon to complain. 

of Inequality, and hard Uſage, when they are excluded from publick Employments by 
Law: Andalſo, becauſe ir deprives the King and Kingdom of divers Men, fir and Capa- 
ble to ſerve the Publick, in ſeveral Stations 3 and rhar for a meer _ of Conſcience, 
which can by no means render them fuſpeQed, much leſs difaffeted ro the Govern- 
ment. 
2. Becauſe His. Majeſty, as the common and indulgent Father of his People, having 
expreſſed an earneſt deſire of Liberty for render Conſciences to His Proteſtant SubjeQs ; 
and my Lords the Biſhops, having divers of them, on ſeveral Occafions, profeſſed an 
Inclination to, and owned the reaſonableneſs of ſuch a Chriftian Temper : we appre. 
hend ir will raiſe Suſpicion in ſome Mens Minds of ſomething elſe than the care of Re- 
ligion, or the Publick, and differenc from a defrgn ro heal our Breaches, when they find 
that by confining Secular Employments to Eccleſiaſtical Conformity, thoſe are ſhut our 
from Civil Aﬀairs, whoſe DoQrine and Worſhip may be tolerated by Authorigy of Par- 
liament, there being a Bill before us by Order of the Houſe to that purpoſe, eſpecially 
when withour this excluſive Rigour, the Church is ſecured in all her Priviledges, and 
Preferments,. no Body being hereby ler inco chem who is ncr ſtrifily conformable. 

3. Becauſe to ſet Marks of Diſti::&jon and Humiliation on any forr of Men, who have 
not rendred chemfelves juſtly fuſpeRed to the Government, as it is at al rimes ro be 
AY the makers of juſt and equirable Laws: So may it be parricularly of ill effect 
ro the Reformed Intereſt ar Home and Abroad itthis preſence ConjunRare, which ſtands 
in need of the urffred Hands and Hearts of all Proteftancs, againſt the apen Atrempes, 
and ſecrer Endeavours of a reſtkeſs Party, and 4 Potent N » whois more Zeajous 
than Rome it ſelf ro plant Popery in theſe Kingdoms, and wich his utmoſt Force. 
ro ſettle his Tyranty che Ruins of the Reformarionall through Exrepe, - |

g. Becau —_— of Religion, and Divine Worſhip, are of Divine Original, and 

of a Nature fo ly diſtant from the Secular Aﬀairs of Politick Society, that t 

cannot be applicd ro choſe Ends ; and therefore the Church, by the Law of the Goſpel, 

as well as common Prudence, ought to take care neither ro offend tender Ccnſciences 

within ir ſelf, nof give Offence to thoſe without, by mixing their Sacred Miſteries with 

Secular ſnrercſts, 

6. Becauſe we cannot ſee how it can conſiſt with the Law of God, Comman Equity, 
or the Right of any Free-born Subje&, that any one be puniſhed without Crime. If ir 
be a Crime not to take the Sacrament according to the Uſage of the Church of England, 
every one ought to be puniſhed for it, which no Body affirms : If ir be no Crime, thoſe 
who are capable, and judged fit for Imploymenrs by the King, oughr nor to be puniſhed, 
with a Law of Exclufjon, for not doing that which is no Crime to forbear. 

If it be urged ſtill as an effe&ual Teſt, ro diſcover and keep our Papiſfts; the taking 
the Sacraments, in theſe Proreftant Congregations, where they are Members,and known, 
will be at lcaft as effeual to that Purpoſe,

HE Houſe reſumed the Debate of the Report of the Amendments made by the 
Commitree, in the Bill for Unicing his Majeſtics Proteſtant SubjeRs., 
The Clauſe in conſideration, was concerning a Commiſſion to be given out 
by the King, to the Biſhops, aud orhers of the Clergy ; and after ſome De- 
bate it came to this Queſtion, Whether theſe Words [ AND LAYMEN) ſhall be added ? 
The Queſtion being pur, the Votes, with the Proxies, were equal 3 then, according 
to the Antient Rule in hke Caſes, Semper preſunitur pro Negante, 
Leave was given to any Lords to enter Diſſents : And accordingly theſe Lords follow- 
ing doenter their Diſſents, in the Reaſons enſuing. ' 
1. Becauſe the A& ir ſelf being, as the Preamble ſers forth, deſigned for the Peace of 
the <rare, the purting the Clergy into Commiſſion, with a toral Excluſion of the Laity, 
lays this Humiliation on the Laity, as if che Clergy of the Church of Englazd werei 
alone Friends to the Peace of che State, and the Laaty leſs able, or leſs concern'd to pro- 
vide for it.” C _

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2. Becauſe the Matters to be conſidered, being barely of Human Conſtirution, vir, 
The Licurgy, and Ceremonies of the Church of England, which had their cſtabliſhmene 
from King, Lerds Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons afſcmbled in Parliament, 
rhere can be no reaſon, why the Commuſſioners for altering ay thing in chat Civil Con- 
ſtiruricn, ſkould cor.{:\t only of Mcn of one ſort of them; unleſs it be ſuppoſed that Hu» 
man Reaſcn is ro be quitred inthis Aﬀair, and the Inſpiration of Spiritual Men to be 
alone depended on, : 

3. Becauſe tho upon Romiſt-Prirciples the Clergy may hav a Title alone tro meddle 
in martcrs of Religion, yet with us they cannot, where the Church is acknowledged and 
defired to ccriiſt of Clergy and Laity z and fo thoſe matters of Religion which fall 
vnder Human Dererminat.on, being properly the buſineſs of the Church, belong equally 
to Lorh, for in what is of Divine Inſticucion, neither Clergy nor Laity can make any 
Alceration at all, 

4+ Becauſe rhe pretending that Differences and Delays may ariſe by mixing Lay-men 
with Ecclefiaſticks, to the fruſtrating the defign of rhe Commiſſion, is vain and our of 
Doors, unleſs thoſe thar make uſe of rhis pretence, ſuppoſe that che Clergy-part of the 
Church kave diſtir.& Intereſts or Deſigrs from the Lay-part of the ſame Church, and 
will be a Reaſon, if good, why one or other of chem ſhould quit this Houle for fear of 
obſtruing the Buſineſs of it. 

5. Becauſe the Commiſſion being intended for the SatisfaRion of Diſſenters, it would 
be convenient that Lay-men of different Ranks, nay perhaps of different Opiritons roo, 
ſhould be mix'd in it, the better ro find Expedicnts for that end, rather than Clergy-men 
alone of our Church, who are generally obſerv'd to have all very much the ſame way of 
reaſoning and thinking. 

6. Becauſe jt is the moſt ready way to facilitate the paſſing the Alterations into a 
Law, That Lay-1 ords and Commoners ſhould be join'd in the Commifiion, who may be 
able ro ſatisfy both Houſes of the Reaſons upon which they were made, and thereby 
remove all Fears and Jagſoufzes ill Men may raiſe up againſt the Clergy, of their in- 
deavouring to keep up, without Grounds, a diſtin Intereſt from thar of -the Lairy, 
whom they ſo carefully exclude from being join'd with them in Conſultations of com- 
mon Concernment, that they will not have thoſe have any part in the Deliterarion, who 
muſt have the greateſt in Derermining. | 

7. Becauſe ſuch a reſtrain'd Commiſſion lies liable to this great Obje&ion, Thar it 
might be made uſe of to clude —_— Promiſes, and the preſent general ExpeRation 
of Compliance with tender Conſiciences, when the providing for it.1s taken out of the 
© Ordinary Courſe of Parliament, to be pur into the Hands of thoſe alone, who were lateſt 

inadmitring any need of it, and who may be _ it to bg che more unfit $0 be the ſole 
Compoſers of our Differences, when they are look'd upen by ſome as Parties. 

Laſily, Becauſe after all, rhis carries a dangerous Suppoſition along with it, as if the 
Laity were nota part of the Church, ror had any Power to meddle 10 matters of Reli- 
gion, a Suppoſition direAly oppoſite to the Conſtitution both of Church and State 3 
which will make all Alcerations utterly impoſſible, unleſs the Clergy alone be allowed 
to have Power to make Laws in matters of Religion, fince what is eſtabliſhed by Law, 
cannot be taken away or chang'd but by conſent of Lay-men in Parlianzent, the Clerpy 
themſelves having no Authority to meddle in this very caſein which the Laity isexcluded 


by this Yote, but what they derive from Lay-Hands.

E Lord Godo{phin, Reported the effe&t of the Conference with the Houſe of 

* Commons, concerning the Amendments ſent down from this Houſe in the Bill, 

for Abrogating che Oarhs of Allegiance and Supremacy, which He ſaid was 

managed by Sir Geo, Treby, who ſaid that the Commons do Agree to their Lordſhips 
firſt Amendment, bur they cannot agree to the reſt of the Amendments, 

Becauſe ir hath been the Policy of the Common Law, and the Stature»Lavw, to oblige 
Men to Swear Allegiance to the King. 

Allegiance is the Common and neceſſary Dury of all Subjet, and is moſt ſtrialy ro be 
required of Arch-Biſhops, and Biſhops, and thoſe who have Eccleſiaſtical Dignities, 
Benefices or Promorions, in regard they are highly intruſted in the Adminiſtration of 
the Government, draw great Dependences, and are Exemplary to the reſt of the Peo- 
ple ; And ſeveral of them are by Law to Adminifter the Oath of Allegiance to arher 
Perfons, 

Allegiance is alſo ſtri&ly ro be required of all Governours, Profeſſours, and Fellows 
in Univerſities, and School-Maſters, becauſe ro them the Education of the Youth of the 
Kingdom is commired, 'and therefore they ought ro be Perſons of known Loyalty and. 
Aﬀe&ions to the Government. 

The taking the Oaths publickly in open Courrt'will berter manifeſt Allegiance than 
the taking them privately, before Perſons appointed by Order in Council, and will 
be mach-more ſafe for the Perſons who are obliged to rake the Oaths., 

The beſt and moſt certain means to have the Oaths raken, is to impoſe it upon the 
T erfons concern'd, to tender themſelves to take the ſaid Oath under Penalties : Bur if 
the Oaths are nor required to be taken, unleſs rendred, the ſaid Perſons might by Ab= 
ſence and otherwife avoid the taking them with Impunity. 

The Clauſe which the Commons ſent to your Eordlhips, allows more Favour to the 
Arch,Biſhops, Biſhops, and thoſe rhat have Eccleſiaſtical Dignities, or Promotions, 
than to any Lay-Peers, or any Perſons having Offices or _— ments, and is more gentle 
in the. Penalty than the Scarures hererofore made in the like Caſe. 

I is. unreaſorable and unſafe ro diſtinguiſh the Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, and Perſons 
kaving Eccleſiaſtical Dignities, Benefices, or Promotions, and ſuch as are intruſted wich 
the Education of Youth, from the reſt of rhe SubjeRts in the Declaration of their. 
Allegiance.: And may. tend ro make a Diviſion in the Kingdom, and may ratſe and. 
countenance FaRtion both in Churchand Scatc. *

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* Tt may tend ro expoſe the King's Perſon and Government to Hatred and Danger, arid 
occaſion a general Diſconrent. 

Afrer this the Houſe was Adjonrn'd intro a Committee, to debate and conſider of the 
Reaſons af che Houſe of Commons. The Honſe being Reſumed, The Earl of Bridgwater 
Reported to the Houſe, Thar after a long debate in the Commutree, it came to this 
Queſtion, Whether to Agree with the Houſe of Commons ? 

It was carried m the Negative, 
Then'the Queſtion was put, Whether this Houſe ſhould Agrte with the Committee ? 
It was Reſoly'd in the Affirmarive, . 

Leave was given to ſuch Lords as would enter their Diſſents : And accordingly 

thefe Lords following do enter theirs Difſents, in the ſaid Reaſons enſuing, 
The Biſhops, and Clergy, not to be Excuſed from taking the Oarhs of Allegiance, 
1. Becauſe by rhe ſame Reaſon that any part of the SubjeAs may be: Excuſed from 
giving Aſſurance of their Allegiance and Fideliry ro the Governmenr, all may-; and the 
Government will be left perfe&ly precarious. 
2, Becauſe the Clergy, and eſpecially che Biſhops, receiving their Benefices, .Digni- 
ries, and Preferments from the Fublick, ought to be firſt and forwardeſt, both by their 
Do&rine and Example, to teach others their Obligariuns,. to be Zealous in preſerving the 
Government, as well as the Religion Eſtabliſhed by Law. 
+ 3+ Becauſe the prerence of Scruple and Tenderneſs of ' Conſcience can have no 0- 
ther Foundation in the preſent Calc, burthe Suppoſition of ſome former Obligation, 


no one ever ſcrupling to give all manner of Pledges of his Allegiance, where he thought . 


it due, Thoſe therefore rhat Scruple ought the more to be prefſ'd, and the ſooner 
brought ro the Teſt, unleſs any one can think it reaſonable the Government ſhould 
Favour, Incourage, and Indulge thoſe-who will not give the uſual ſecurity they are nor 
Enemies to it. 

4. Becauſe, however the King may, that part of the People, who have Swarn Alle- 
giance to Him, cannot have Reaſon to be Satisfied when they ſee another part of che Na- 
tion under looſer Obligations ro the Government than they, nothing being ſo apt to 
raiſe Fears, Jealouſies, and Diſorders in a State, as unneceſſary Diſtintions, or any 
Cauſe of Suſpicion of want of Unanimiry or Fideliry amongſt themſelves in the grear 
Concernments of the Kingdom, eſpecially in the Titles of Crowns, and at ſuch a time 
as this, when we are entring into War with a Potent Enemy who openly owns and 
ſupporrs a contrary Title. 

' $+ Becauſe jr will diſcourage our Allies and give them a lower Opmion of our 
King's Intereſt in his People, or Authority over them, than is for the Advantage of this 
—_— in particular, or the Proteſtant Religion through Europe, when they ſhall un- 

nd, That thoſe that are look'd on to be the DircAors of other Mens Conſciences, 
cannot bring their own ro acknowledge Him in this firſt and Fundamental AR of Ovedi- 
dience ; and what muſt they conclude when they hear that the Parliamenc hath Di(- 
penſed with ſuch an Exemplary part of che Nation in a Bufineſs of ſuch moment ? , 

6. Becauſe it may be of ill Conſequence if the Parliament ſhould ſer any rhing like a 
mark of Diſaffefion to the Government on the Sacred Order by allowing them now a 
Diſpenſation from taking a very Moderate Oath of Allegiance, who in a late Reign were 
roo forward and zealous by Addreſſes, Preaching and promoting New-Oaths ro 


Loyalry and Obedience ro Monarchy to a Pitch, unknown to our Ancient Laws, or for- 
mer Ages,
